IN THE HOUSE. 


Passage of a Bill for the Relief of a South- 
ern Railroad, 

WASHINGTON, December 17.—In the house, 
Mr. Belmont intreduced the following bill, 
which was referred to the committee on for- 
eign affairs : 

That the president be, and he is hereby, au- 
thorized to appoint a commission to proceed to 
places in the United States, or elsewhere, as 
may be designated by the secretary of state, to 
take testimony, under oath or .aftirmation, in 
relation to the losses and in- 
juries inflicted since the 3ist of 
December, 1885, by the British authorities, 
immperial or colonial, upon citizens of the Uni- 
tcd States engaged in fisheries on the northeast 
coasts of British North America. Said com- 
mission sha!l everywhere have, in respect to 
the administration of oaths or affirmation and 
the taking of testimony, the same powers as 
the commissioner of a circuit court, and = shall 
be paid the same fees as are prescribed for siim- 
ilar services of a commissioner of a circuit 
court, together with traveling expenses, 

The Louse then resumed consideration of the 
sundry civil appropriation bill. 

All the amendments of the committee of the 
whole were agreed to, separate votes being 
taken on the proposition increasing the appro- 
priation fora public building at Baltimore, and 
a public building at Rochester, N. Y., and mak- 
mz an apprepriation for the construc.

“TT CUCHING TRE TARIFF. 


A Cuthering of Representatives Favorable 
to Reducing the Revenue Tax. 

WASHINGTON, December 17.—A meeting of 
scuthern representatives who favor a reduction 
in the internal revenue taxes, was held in the 
recom of the house committee on judiciary to- 
cay. The states of Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Georgia were represented 
by Cabell, Daniel, Wise, Barbour, Croxton, 
0’ Ferrall, CandJer, Henderson, Johnston, Skin- 
ner and Bennett. Cabell was chairman. As the 
proceedings of the conference were regarded 
as of a confidential nature, it is somewhat dif- 
ficult to ascertain the exact results, but it is 
learned that the call. forthe meeting was for 
the purpose of concerting measures to -be en- 
grafted upon one of the tariff bills looking to 
the abolition of the internal] revenue tax upon 
tobacce and spirits distilled from fruits. From 
the tone of the discussion’ it appeared that 
nearly all of the persons in attend- 
ance regarded as impracticable the  pro- 
position to reduce materially the tax on 
whisky. They were practically unanimous, 
however, in favor of proposition to abolish the 
tohacco tax, and to abolish the fruit brandy tax, 
or reduce it to a nominal figure, with a view to 
continuing government supervision over its 
manufacture. A committee consisting of Wise, 
Bennett, Jobnson, Barbour, Cendler and Till- 
man, was appointed to formulate amendments 
embodyiug these propositions, which 
it is the intention to offer as amend- 
ments to the Morrison tariff __ bill 
if consideration fordthat measure is secured in 
the house. Another committee was appointed, 
comprising nearly all of the remaining mem- 
bers of the conference, to scund the other rep- 
i1cseniatives with a view to ascertaining 
whether it is possible to pass independent meas- 
ures embodying the foregoing propositions in 
the event of the failure of Morrison’s attempt 
to secure consideration for his bill. These com- 
mittees will report at a subsequent meeting of 
the conference. All of the proceedings are re- 
garded astentativein their nature, and the 
propositions above referred to and plan of pro- 
ccdure outlined, may be materially modified 
hereafter. 


THE TRADE DOLLAR. 


The Senate Indicates That it Will Have to 
Go. 

WasnixetTonr, December 17.—The bill for the 
retirement of the tradegdoliar, passed by the 
senate today, provides that until July 1st, 1637, 
United States trade dollars, if not defaced, mn- 
tilated or stamped, shall be received at the 
oftice of the treasurer, or any assistant treasarer 
of the United States, in exchange for a like 
amount, dollar for dollar, of the standard silver 
dollars of the United States. The second sec- 
tion provides that the trade dollars received by 
the treasurer, or any assistant treasurer of the 
Linited States, shall not be paid out or in any 
other manner issued, but at the ex- 
pense of the United States shall be transmitted 
tothe coinage mints, and shall be 
and treated eas silver builion, and at their 
bullion value shall be deducted from the 
amount of bullion required to be purchased and 
coined by the act of February 25th, 1575, and 
shall be recoined into standard silver dollars, 
according to the provisions of said act; provided, 
that the amount to be so deducted, as provided 
in this section, shall not exceed five hundred 
thousand dollars in any month. The third 
section provides that all laws and parts of laws 
authorizing coinage and issuance of United 
States trade dollars are hereby repealed.

THE PRISONERS REACH DUBLIN 
FROM LOUGHRE.A. 


The War Between the Government ahd the Ten- 
ants Folly Opened-—The Test to be Fairly 
Made as to Who is in Charge 
of the Irish Government, Ete. — 


Lonpon, December 17.—-The Standard says: 
The arrests at Loughrea mark the beginning 
of the death struggle between the league and 
the law. The nationalists imagine that Sir 
Michael Hicks Beach will shrink from filling 
the prison with Irish priests and commonefs. 
It is the duty of the ministers to show these 
crafty schemers that they have miscalculated 
their strength. 

During the progress of the meeting at 
Loeghrea yesterday, at which Dillon, O’Brien 
Harris and Sheehy were arrested, Sheehy re- 
ceived a summons to appear and “show cause 
why he should not be bound over to keep the 
peace, because of the speech he made recently 
at Kylebeg, and which it was claimed was cal- 
culated to arouse disorder. 

Dillon and O’Brien arrived in Dublin today. 
Both are much disturbed and hurt physically. 
In addition to the troubles which the gentle- 
men had yesterday at Loughrea,..when they 
were arrested for acting as tenants’ trustees, 
they met with an accident on the road home. 
The horse drawing the car on which they were 
riding from Loughrea to Athreney, bolted on 
the way, and both were thrown violently to 
the ground and badly shaken up and consider- 
ably bruised. 

The News Letter, conservative, of Belfast 
referring to the arrests, says the results would 
have been deplorable if the government had 
been weak enough to allowa man, who had 
just been ordered to find sureties for his good 
behavior, ta set the law at defiance. 

The Morning News, of Belfast, says it hopes 
thatthe government will grant the arrested 
gentlemen a fair trial, and leave it to the coun- 
try to decide between the. leaders of the re- 
duced rent movement and their intended vic- 
tims. 

Brady, secretary of the Irish parliamentary 
perty, states that a number of Irish commoners 
have started for Ireland to take charge of the 
campaign, which they will prosecute vigorous- 
ly. The nationalists are laughing at tho sta- 
pidity of the police in not acting sooner than 
they did. They might have seized many thou- 
sends of pounds by taking action earlier. Dillon 
was confined to his room from the effects of the 
runaway accident. Helooked weak and weary. 
He will attend a meeting on Lord Kenmore's 
estate, at Killarney, Sunday. He will an- 
nounce at the league meeting in Dublin Taes- 
day whether or not he will give bail. His 
friends agree that he ought to. give 
bail, and thereby compel the authori- 
ties to try him before his recognizanzes 
are entreated. O’Brien’s hands were torn 
and left arm sprained in the runaway accident. 
O’Brien saysthat, profiting by old press in- 
stincts, when he saw a number of policemen in 
plain clothing at the Loughrea meeting he 
made arrangements for the safety of the docu- 
ments and money of the league. He intends

He was 
surprised that he and his fellow trustees had 
been allowed to give bail, as they were thus 
enabled to continue the campaign. He looked 
forward toan awakening of English public 
opinion against the arbitrary arrest. of the 
members of a legitimate organization. 

The government has decided to proceed 
against all concerned in the plan of campaign, 
on the charge of conspiracy. Summonses have 
been issued, and will be served tomorrow, on 
Dillon, O’Brien, and four other commoners.

It is reported that the police 
have been instructed te arrest the campaign 
leaders every where. Commoner Carew aban- 
doned his intention of receiving rents at Bally- 
hannis today, on learning that he was being 
watched by the police. ;

shall be punished by imprisonment 
for net less than six months, or fined not less 
than $200, or both fined and imprisoned. Each 
of such contracts interfered with as above 
described shall constitute a separate and distinct 
offense herein.” The possibility of a strike at 
the cotton picking time, when the whole crop 
of the state would be lost if not promptly 
gathered, wasthe principal argument used, 
together with the declaration that if a strike 
occurred among the negroes much more blood 
would be spilled than lastsummer in Chicago 
and St. Louis.

For the last. four) moaths 
ovr business streets presented an ap 
pearance more like those of a city of 
20,000 than a town of 3,000. With the new 
railroad frem Maeoa to Florida, which will be 
built in the near future, Valdosta will enter 
upon a vew era of prosperity. That she is des- 
tined to a great future, must be admitted by 
all who have noticed her rapid progress within 
the past detade. 

It would be impossible, in the limited space 
allotted to this column, to give anything likea 
complete list of the buildings erected iu Val- 
dosta during the year about to close, and the 
amount of capital invested; but a cursory 
glance over the field msy be attempted.

From present 
indication these figure wlll be doubled in the

THE WINE ROOM TAX. 


Aitermath of the Vote on Dr. Felton’s 810,- 
000 Tax Biil. 


The action of the general assembly in re- 
fusing to pass Dr. Felton’s $10,000 wine room 
tax bill was generally discussed on the streets 
yesterday. The opposition to the measure was 
by no means confined to the anti-prohibitionists, 
many prohibitionists regarding it as clearly in- 
tended to change the local option law. The 
main opposition to the measure sprung from 
the fact that the local option law, as adopted 
by the people of Fulton county, expressly con- 
veyed the right to sell domestic wine, 
and the manifest injustice in withdrawing the 
protection of the law from those who were 
engaged in the business by virtue of the au- 
thority of the state. 

Dr. Felton has announced that he will call 
for the consideration of the bill on the second 
day of the summer session, and says that he is 
confident of its passage then. 

In reference to the further consideration 
of the bill, a CONSTITUTION reporter 
yesterday talked with several mem- 
tes. Dr. Felton, whose eloquent 
argument in favor of the bill was listened to 
with so much interest, said: “ 

“J helieve that the house is ‘with me and will 
vote for the passage of the bill. I will certainly 
push it next summer, and when it comes to a 
vote I am confident that it will pass. I 
have strong assurances that many who voted to 
table the bill will vote for it when it comes up 
for passage.”’ 

Mr. Howell, of Fulton, who opposed the bill, 
said: “Of course yesterday’s yote kills the bill, 
and I doubt if it will be called up at all noxt 
summer, or if itis there may be no oppo3ition 
to it. The wine dealers are licensed by the 
year and the passage of the bill at this session 
would have required this arbitrary and unjust 
tax for the next year. Ifitis passed next sum- 
mer, the tax will not effeet the licenses already 
in operation, and before the year expires the 
county will have again voted on the prohibi- 
tion question. If the bill is passed; next sum- 
mer, the people will then know that 
its provisions are being voted on 
in the next local option eleetion, and should 
{hey vote to sustain it, I would heartily advo- 
cate its enforcement. I opposed the bill, as 
did every member of the Falton delegation, 
because I thought it would not only have been 
an injustice but an outrage to have arbitrarily 
taken away a right which was distinctly 
extended in the vote which the people of the 
county gave when they adopted the local option 
law. If that right is abused, the city authori- 
ties are in honor bound to see the law enforced, 
and should do so.” 

An analysis of the vote on the motion to 
table shows that a large number of representa- 
tives from prohibition counties voted to table. 
Of this number Mr. Russell, of Clarke, one of 
the oldest. members “of the house, in point of 
service, and one of the most valuable and ac- 
tive members, said: “I would have voted for 
tke bill had it incuded in its provisions that 
the law should not go into effect in any county 
until its people had voted onit. Otherwise it 
legalized a great injustice to the ‘men 
who bad accepted the local option 
law in good faith. I was a strong 
sdyocate of the local option bill in the last 
house, and am strong now for it. It was this 
very principle that prompted my course. A 
ercat many prohibitionists voted against tae 
bill because their people were opposed to any 
interference with the local option law,” 

The address of Hon. E. G. Simmons, of Sam- 
ter, in opposition to the measure, 
the most forcible of the present session. ile 
held throughout his speech the undivided at- 
tention of the entire house and was frequently 
interrupted with applause. : 

“My people thoroughly understand my 
position,” eaid he, “on the prohibition qaestion,

Fx-Gor ernor dames M. Smith Testifies Be- 
fore the Special Committee. 
Tast night the joint comiitttee of the sen- 


ale and late met inthe senate chamber to 


hear the testimony of ex-Govérnor Jamies M,. 
Emith on the lobby matter. 

Governor Smith's testimony was brief. He 
knew nothing of any improper conduct, but 


fave an account of the effurts to settle the - 


differences between Mr. Clements and Mr. 
Harrison. 

In reply to a question” Governor Smith said 
that General Phillips stated while the settle- 
ment was pending that Me, Harrison had had 
the servics of friends whose names it was desir- 


| ed should not be made public. General 


Phillips advised thatit would be very offensive 
to them if their names were published. The 
names of two were mentioned. Ono was 
Dr. David FE. Butler and the other 
was Mr. Livingston. Mr. Har- 
rison was willing to let the names be known, 
but General Phillips was not. Governor Smith 
stated that the charge of lobbying had been 
made and he determined not to have'anything to 
do with the settlement of Mr. Harrison’s case 
unless he was satisfied that nothing wrong had 
been done. After questioning Mr. Harrison 
fully he became satisfied that Mr. Harrison had 
not violated the law, and accordingly he aided 
him in his settlement. 

Judge Harrejl went upon the stand and tés- 
tified, giving a review of the transactions be- 
tween the state and the Marietta and North 
icorgia railroad, particularly with reference to 
the resolution giving the bonds to the road. 
After the resolution was passed Judge Harrell 
detenmined to do all he could to rectify what 
he considered a great injustice to the 
taxpayers Of the state. Judge Harrell 
stated that Judge James Browa 
complimented him on his fight against the reso- 
lution, saying he had done his full duty and 


'“hoped he would not feel called upon to take 


any further steps in the matter,” and spoke as 
though he was interested in the road, and, he 
thought, made use of the pronoun, calling it 
“our’ road. 

About two weeks before the present session 
of the legislature Mr. Harrison wrote to him 
that the governor would in a few days inspect 
the read and deliver the bonds and that if any 
efforts at stopping the delivery were to be 
made they should be made at once. The bill 
for injunction was the result. In their eonfer- 
ences Mr. Harrison spoke of the former litiga- 
tion in which Judge Brown was disqualified 
and Judge Harrell repeated his conversa- 
tion with Judge Brown in refer- 
ence to the road. Judge Harrell 
then suggested that the bill he taken to Judge 
Fain. Judge Harrell says he acted from a 
sense of public duty, and that he was not paid 
by Mr. Harrison, but refused to be employed. 
As to the marble business, he said he was op- 
posed to Harrison in that matter, and voted 
and spoke against him.

The Convict Question. 

It is conceded that either the present gen- 
era) assembly or the next will makea change 
in the laws governing the Georgia peniten- 
tiary. Already steps have been taken in 
that direction. A bill has been introduced 
in the house, and in compliance with reso- 
lutions the governor has furnished volumi- 
nous information as to the condition of the 
convicts. 

The question as to whatshall be done with 
the convicts is a grave one. The indications 
are that attempts will be made to commit 
the state to a policy regarding them that 
will canse an infinite amount of trouble to 
correct. In addition to the bill already in; 
troduced, perhaps a dozen more will claim 
the attention of the general assembly at the 
sumnier session. Almost without exception 
theee bills contain propositions that are ut- 
terly absurd. While they do not provide 
that the convicts shall be clothed in fine 
linen and purple, lodged in marble palaces, 
and fed three times daily upon ice cream 
from a silver dish, they do contain proposi- 
tions equally as impractical and foolish. The 
tendency of these bills is to foster a sickly 
sentimentality. Their authors seem to have 
forgotten that a convict isa convict, and that 
he deserves just punishment for his violation 
of the law. ‘This is to be regretted and it 
must be guarded against. 

That there are abuses in the present peni- 
tentiary system admits of no doubt. That 
these abuses should be corrected admits of 
just as little doubt. Kut no change in the 
system should be made without the most 
careful consideration. Without intending 
to commit itself to any particular plan THE 
CONSTITUTION suggests that the general as- 
sembly could not do a wiser thing than to 


appoint a committee to investigate ihe peni- 


tentiary systems in operation in all the 
states, and out of the investigation mature a 
bill that will meet with the approbation of 
all the people of Georgia. Nothing should 
be ‘done hastily in this matter. A sub-com- 
mittee for the purpose indicated migut be 
appointed from the two penitentiary commit- 
tees of the general assembly, with power to 
investigate the whole question during the 
recess. Certainiy no other question before 
the general assembly demands as great a 
degree of care in its consideration as this.

Boston, December 17.—Ever since the dis- 
covery of the defalcation of ex-Treasurer William 
Reed, of. the South Boston railroal company, ex- 
pert accountants have been working on the books 
endeavoring to unravel the tangled accounts. The 
experts’ examination is now complete, and their 
report has been made public. By thisit is shown 
that the over issue of stock by the treasurer is 1,255 
shares, and that the cash defaica- 
tion is $150,677. which includes 
complete wiping out of the surplus of $69,559, and 
additional stealings to the amount of $80,718. The 
company now knows just what its loss is in cash, 
but the question of liability on over issued certifi- 
cates is still to be determined. If the company is 
liable for the market value of such shares, the 
amount taken by Reed that way would be 
in round numbers $126,300, making a 
total deficit of $276,977. President Hersey 
expresses the belief that the company can bridge 
over its difficulties without passing more than one 
year’s dividends.

The Number of Risks Throughout the 
Country Great. 

. NEw York, December 17.—R. S. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly financial review says: Risks in 
stocks by individuals all over the country are 
likely to increase the number of commercial 
failures, already unusually large for the sea- 
son. The situation, therefore, while not now 
desturbing, jnstifies caution. Business failures 
occurring throughout the country during the 
last week, number for the United States 2450, 
Canada 28, total 288 against 274 last week and 
242 week previous. The easvalties in the mid- 
die, western, southern and Pacific states are 
above the average in number, which is also the 
care in Canada. In New York city, fifteen 
failures are reported, only two of which are of 
consequence.

THE LATE MAJOR WIGHT. 
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Career and a Christian 


End, 
From the Albany, Ga., News. 

The announcement of the sudden death of 
Major S. B. Wight, one of Albany’s oldest and best 
citizens, filled the city with sadness late yesterday 
afternoon, ' 

He had not enjoyed robust health for the past 
few years, yet he was accustomed to spend many 
hours each week on the streets in social converse 
with his friends, Only Tuesday, the major was 
cut enjoying the lovely day. 

He was stricken with paralysis on yesterday 
afternoon, which was his second attuck, aad died 
at 5 o'clock in his 66th year.
